The people of St, Albert 
will have an opportunity Sun- 
day to observe one of the 
town’s most interesting act- 
ivity centres on parade, 

St. Albert Arts and Crafts 
Guild has arranged a Fair, 
which will show the public 
a broad general outline of 
what is being done at their 
centre in Sturgeon Heights 
district, In addition the Guild 
has invited other local art- 
ists to participate with ex- 
hibits, 

The Fair is well timed - 


just ahead of the fall session 
of classes at the centre, 
which will get under way 
during the first week of 
October, 

Lois Folkins, program 
co-ordinator said Monday 
that registrations and en- 
quiries have been coming 
in from all sides, and she 
is expecting a full enroll- 
ment in all classes again 
this session and throughout 
the year’s program, 

The program has been ex- 
panded this year to include

up for this session, 14 for 
children from three years 
up and 14 for teens and adults 
Watch for a newsletter at 
the Fair with background 
information on the activities 
offered and the instructors.

Ernie Jamison, (PC-MLA 
St, Albert), left Monday 
morning with his select 
committee of eight members 
of the Alberta Legislature 
on a week’s cross-Canada 
fact-finding mission on cen- 
sorship, 

Heading the Censorship 
Cemmittee, which was set 
up during the spring session 
of Alberta’s Legislature, 
Mr, Jamisonwill confer with 
censorship boards and gov- 
ernment officials in British 
Columbia, Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba, Ontario, Quebec, 
New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia, ‘‘Time does not per- 
mit us to visit Prince Ed- 
ward Island and Newfound- 
land,’’ said Mr, Jamison,

ship Committee Chairman 
Jamison will be: Merv.

Parallel Parking Set 
For Downtown Streets 


Bylaw 44/72 came up at 
last Tuesday’s regular 
council meeting for first 
reading and was carried on 
a 7 = 0 vote after consider- 
able discussion, 

The bylaw proposes to 
amend the present traffic 
bylaw by deleting angle 
parking zones on Perron, 
St. Anne and St, Michael 
streets, In general, the 
bylaw proposes to change 
angle parking to parallel 


parking onthese three down- 
town streets. On Perron 
Street from Sturgeon River 
to St. Thomas Street, on 
St. Anne Street from St, 
Albert Trail to the Stur- 
geon River and on St. Mich- 
ael Street from 150 feet 
East of Perron Street to 
150 feet West of Perron 
Street,

ments were put through. 
When the Arts Centre over-

Instruc- 
tors and the co-ordinator 
are paid, averaging $5 per 
hour.

roved a second motion that 
a public hearing be held 
October 2 at 7:35 p,m, when 
objections . . , if any., ., 
will be received. A motion 
on the matter was made by 
Councillor Hudson that the 
proposed bylaw be submitted 
to the town solicitor for 
review, That motion was 
defeated, 

Another item was dealt 
with regarding traffic in St. 
Albert, and this was amem- 
orandum submitted by Coun- 
cillor J, J, Bakker regard- 
ing school zones and speed 
limits, 

Before council dealt with 
the recommendation of the 
Committee of the Whole, in 
his submission, Councillor 
Bakker reviewed statistics 
on an experiment conducted 
in 1965 in the Jasper Place 
area where eight school 
zones with a 20 m.p.h, were 
studied, Figures revealed 
that 85 per cent of the dri- 
vers travelled through these 
areas at a speed of 27 m.p.h, 
while the remaining 15 per 
cent of drivers were clocked 
at 24 to 30 m.p.h, ‘Which 
shows,’’ he said, ‘that all 
drivers at alleight locations 
could have been prosecut- 
ed.’’ 

Mr. Bakker’s memoran- 
dum then explained another 
test, conducted this time in 
Edmonton where nine school 
zones were observed while 
no 20 m.p.h. speed limits 
were posted, The results 
showed that 85 per cent of 
drivers were clocked at 27 
m.p.h,, the lowest speed re- 
corded by the remaining 15 
per cent was 20 m.p.h, and 
the highest 30 m.p.h, 

According to these statis- 
tics Mr, Bakker advanced 
the conclusion that the ree 
commendation from _ the 
RCMP to establish school 
zones with 20 m.p.h. speed 
limits will result in tickets 
being issued . . . many to 
safe drivers, and it will not 
change safety. 

“1 think it is disappoint- 
ing that recommendations 
like these are considered,’’ 
Councillor Bakker said, He 
qualified his comment by 


adding that the recommen- 
dations were unfortunately 
made when there is only 
evidence that these zones 
do not change speed patt- 
erns, there is no evidence 
that these speed zones im- 
prove safety or that the 
Canadiam Manual onuniform 
traffic control devices re- 
commends against these 
zones, His final point of 
contention was that, ‘‘the 
RCMP admitted that they 
have not even consulted the 
Canadiam Manual in making 
their recommendations,’’ he 
said, 

Councillor Bakker then 
reprimanded the RCMP for 
making Suchunsubstantiated 
recommendations, “I feel 
the RCMP have failed to 
fulfill their obligations to 
St, Albert. . . they have 
made recommendations with 
out consulting the Canadian 
Manual and therefore have 
been remiss in their dut- 
ies,’ he remonstrated, 
Councillor Bakker then ex- 
plained heatedly that police 
are there to enforce the law 
and not as legislators, ‘‘We 
don’t need schemes in this 
town to provoke the issuing 
of traffic tickets,”’ he said, 
‘what we want is policing 
which will make our town 
safe for everybody,” 

Councillor J. deBruijn 
came to the defence of the 
police department by chast- 
izing Councillor Bakker for 
making unfair accusations 
Councillor Hudson jumped 
in by saying, ‘‘we must have 
confidence in our police... 
they don’t go around jssu- 
ing tickets indiscriminat- 
ely,’’ he said, 

In an interview with Staff- 
Sergeant Jack Roy after the 
meeting he assured The Ga- 
zette that he and his staff 
will make The Canadian Ma- 
nual a ‘must’ on his detach- 
ment’s reading program,

film classifications used, 
theatre licensing, amuse- 
ment tax structure, film 
identification codes and so 
on, Mr, Jamison also ex- 
plained that a sensitive area 
which the Censorship Com- 
mittee will probe is the one 
dealing with penalties for 
violations and appeal proe 
cedures, 

“T can’t promise that we'll 
be able to meet with the 
CRTC and the Federal Jus- 
tice Department,’’ Mr. 
Jamison revealed, ‘but 


we'll certainly try because 


we’re most anxious to study 
the obscene film situation 
which exists on our screens 
and we also wish to confer 
with members ofthe Federal 
Justice Department on this 
and other matters. In view 
of the federal election plus 
public hearings being con- 
ducted by the CRTC, we may 
have trouble finalizing a 
meeting,’’ he said. 

While talking about vio- 
lence on television and on 
theatre screens, Mr. Jami- 
son revealed that his Cen- 
sorship Committee also in- 
cluded a highly qualified re- 
search group presently 
studying the effects of vio- 
lence via film, magazines 
and other media, A full 
report will be delivered to 
the Committee by this re- 
search group before Sep- 
tember 25. Armed with this 
report along with dataonthe 
fact-finding mission, the 
Committee will prepare a 
complete report which the 
chairman will deliver in the 
Legislature during the Fall 
Session,

requires qualified critics, 
to comment on all aspects 
of the film, including the 
acting, photography, music, 
plot, and overall entertain.

“My own belief in the 
matter of having more well- 
done reviews,’’ he said, ‘‘is 
that such reviews could re- 
sult in the people themselves

Three citizens haa a few 
things to discuss with mem- 
bers of Town Council prior 
to last Tuesday’s regular 
meeting.

Mr. Thiele aired his views 
on several topics, including 
town beautification, devel- 
opment of new areas and 
parking in general, Mrs. 
McCaffery suggested that 
council should define bylaws 
more clearly during meet- 
ings, ‘‘so that we too know 
what bylaw you’re talking 
about.’’ Mr. Schuchard took 
up the remainder of the 15 
minute open forum period 
by revealing his views on 
the local animal shelter sit- 
uation, tickets of violation 
issued to owners. of ‘stray’ 
dogs and so on, 

This ‘Open-Line’ type of 
session prior to every regu- 
lar council meeting will con- 
tinue as long as citizens 
want to avail themselves 
of this opportunity to dia- 
logue with members of coun- 
cil, 

Three appointments were 
received at the Tuesday 
meeting of council. The first 
was an appeal from J, Mil- 
ton of 15 Gillian Crescent 
whose application for : 
building permit for an att- 
ached garage was turned 
down because its plan did 
not meet side-yard specifi- 
cations, Mr, Miltoncircula- 
ted adrawing of the proposed 
garage and explained that 
he had no alternative but to 
build it as proposed, ‘‘My 
garage would not obstruct 
my neighbor’s view,’’ he 
said, ‘‘because my garage 
would be directly adjacent 
to his.’’ Mr, Milton further 
explained that if he were 
forced to build at the rear 
of his property, he would 
have to extend his drive- 
way at great expense and 
the garage at the rear of 
his property would block 
his neighbor’s view,

This question was firmly 
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discussed around the coun- 
cib table until it came to 
rest that rates remain the 
same as those in effect last 
year, namely $3.00 per hour 
for minor hockey teams (lo- 
cal) up to the juvenile class- 
ification, Ice skating rates 
will be referred to commit- 
tee for study. The all-en- 
compassing motionwas car- 
ried 6 - 1, Mayor Gibbon 
cast the negative vote. 

Third and final appoint- 
ment was with Mr. P. D, G 
Edwards, senior planner 
with the firm of Makale, 
Holloway and Associates Ltd 
Mr. Edwards made a sube 
mission on behalf of the 
Municipal District of Stur- 
geon’s application for the 
designation of about 11,000 
acres for industrial reserve 
between 142 and 127 Streets, 

In seeking support from 
council, Mr. Edwards des- 
cribed the need for an ine 
dustrial reserve area by 
listing four major points: 
(a) the need to provide lo- 
cal employment, (b) to pro- 
vide serviced land for high 
quality industrial develop- 
ment, (c) anareawhich coul¢ 
be supplied with all munici- 
pal services and (d) an in- 
dustrial area which would 
serve as a buffer between 
St. Albert and Edmonton, 
thus separating the two re- 
sidential communities, 
These points are all part of 
the MD’s General Plan, 

Councillor Hudson ex- 
pressed mistrust in the buf- 
fer concept, ‘‘in that this 
same buffer might become 
a link with Edmonton,” 
Councillor deBruijn, on the 
other hand applauded the 
proposal because in his esti- 
mation Ml and M2 indus- 
trial areas are “very de- 
sireable.’’ Mayor Gibbon 
expressed doubt as to the 
open-endedness aspect of 
the proposal and registered 
concern with controls by St. 
Albert over the selection 
of industrial developments, 
On a motion by Councillor

PROGRAM 

Although the PSS, pro- 
gram has been established 
in St, Albert since the sign- 
ing of an agreement between 
the Minister of Public Wel- 
fare and the Town of St, 
Albert in July 1967, it was 
interrupted in October 1970 
with the resignation of the 
then Director, Elmer Harri- 
son, By February, 1971, a 
new bylaw was passed by 
Town Council establishing 
an advisory committee of 
Town Citizens and they got 
underway immediately, 
Their first task was the 
hiring of a new director, 
I started as director on 
September 1, 1971, 

Preventive Social Ser- 
vices is a province-wide 
program with directors in 
25 municipalities across Al- 
berta, It grew out of pro- 
vincial concern forincreas- 
ing welfare caseloads, in- 
creasing numbers of child- 
ren being taken into care 
and increasing costs caused 
by social problems, The 
provincial authorities were 
convinced that communities 
have the desire, energy and 
resources to meet their own 
needs, The communities, be 
they cities, towns or count- 
ies, control the program 
entirely in terms of which 
programs 
their area and which they 
will offer financial support 
to, The province helps with 
consultation services and 80 
per cent of the financing, 

Since the program started 
in Alberta in 1966 programs 
which have been encouraged 
include: parent-child devel- 
opment, day care, family 
life education, drop-in cen- 
tres for youth and senior 
citizens, counselling ser- 
vices, homemakerservices, 
solo clubs, information ser- 
vices, volunteer banks, fam- 
ily planning clinics, to mene 
tion a few, 

Here, in St. Albert, the 
PSS Board is appointed by 
Town Council and is direct- 
ly responsible to council, 
So far, it has asked council 
for, and received, financial 
help for a homemaker ser- 
vice and a day care centre 
so that those unable to afford 
the service, but in need of 
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them, could be served, Al- 
though the PSS board chose 
to holdits meetings in closed 


session, as other town 
boards do, its minutes, re= 
ports and financial state- 
ments are on file for the 
public at the Town Hall, Any 
citizen who wishes to be 
heard at a board meeting 
may do so by contacting 
the director or board chair- 
man, Rich Bailey, at 599- 
5372, The board needs the 
ideas of town residents and 
welcomes honest disagree- 
ment with its policies and 
programs, Only in this way 
will the various sentiments 
of our people be known and 
their needs be met. 

Other projects that PSS 
have been involved in and 
not costing the town a penny 
are counselling, informa- 
tion services, STEP em- 
ployee working with teens, 
Single parents club, and 
helping groups of teens with 
their applications to the 
Opportunities for Youth pro- 
gram,

Farmers Urged To Start 
Warble Control Treatment 


Re-issued from the District 
Agriculturist’s office, 

It is almost time to treat 
your beef and non-milking 
dairy cattle for warbles. 
Eighty per cent of Alberta 
cattle will be in warble con- 
trol areas by this fall, 

Except for Co-Ral, all 
systemics must be applied 
during September, October 
or November, The reason 
that they must be used dur- 
ing these months is that the 
warble fly larvae, whichen- 
ter the animal through the 
hair follicles on the under= 
side of the body, have not 
yet had time to reach any 
of the vital areas, In the 
winter months they may have 
reached such places as the 
guilet or the spinal column, 
When they are killed in the 
gullet there is a danger of 
a severe throat infection 
which may cause difficult 
breathing, vomiting or pneu- 
monia, If the larvae are 
killed in the spinal cord, 
they can cause paralysis. 
In the case of Co-Ral, it 
appears to kill the larvae 
more slowly than the other 
systemics, thereby enabling 
the animal’s system to ab- 
sorb the dead larvae, When 
warble infested cattle are 
“not treated with any sys- 
temic, the larvae gradually 
work their way through the 
animal’s body, reaching its 
back by the following spring, 
They emerge as grubs from 
lumps on the animal’s back, 
After dropping to the ground 
they pupate and emerge as 
warble flies and the cycle 
begins all over again, 

All beef and non-milking 
dairy cattle weighing over 
300 pounds can be treated 
with a systemic, providing 
they are not sick or under 
any other type of stress. 
Milking dairy cows can be 
treated only with Rotenone 
warble fly back-wash which 
is effective only in the spring 
when the grubs have reached 
the backs of the cows,

Neguvon should not be 
used on cattle to be slaugh- 
tered within 21 days or on 
milk cows freshening within 
seven days, Treatment dur- 
ing December, January and 
February should only be 
done under supervision of a 


veterinarian, 

4) Co-Ral; used as a 
spray, mixed with water as 
directed, 

Co-Ral should not be used 
on cattle to be slaughtered 
within seven days or milk 
cows freshening within 14 
days, (Co-Ral may be used 
throughout the entire calen- 
dar year), 

To be effective, any war- 
ble control program must 
be carried out intwo phases, 
The first part entails treat- 
ing the cattle in the fall with 
a systemic and the second 
necessitates inspecting 
them for warbles the follow- 
ing spring. Even with thor- 
ough treatment in the fall, 
some larvae are likely to 
be missed, When they em- 


erge the following spring as 
grubs, théy can be removed 
by hand or, if the owner 
Suspects that there may be 
others which have not yet 
reached the animal’s back, 
he can treat the anima! with 
a systemic spray or witha 
contact backwash, 

A fall application of a 
systemic that is sprayed on 
gives very good louse con- 
trol. Pour-ons are not as 
effective because they lack 
the residual effects of 
sprays, Ruelene 25E used 
as a spray and Co-Ral are 
both very good, If necess- 
ary they can be used during 
a mild spell in the spring 
which is the time that un- 
controlled louse infestations 
are usually at their worst, 


New Grading System 
Tabs Beef Quality 


Re-Issued from the District 
Agriculturist’s office. 

The main benefit of the 
iew grading system, which 
came into effect on Septem- 
ber 5, is that it makes 
yossible a more accurate 
lescription of carcasses 
from the point of view of 
both quality and quantity, 
tt does not, as some be- 
ieve, automatically reduce 
fat, but it gives consumers 
a chance to indicate the 
type of carcass that is most 
in demand, and this could 
result in leaner carcasses, 

Under the new grading 
system all beef carcasses 
fall into one of three mat- 
urity classes according to 
the animal’s age, Maturity 
Class 1 covers all young 
animals; Maturity Class 11 
covers those of interme- 
diate age; and Maturity 111 
covers mature and aged ani- 
mals, Within these three 
maturity classes there are 
nine quality grades, 

Maturity Class 1 covers 
Canada A and Canada B, 
the two top grades, These 
two grades are further sub-

Maturity Class 11 covers 
the Canada C grade whichis 
further subdivided into C-1 
and C-2, The C-1 category 
includes medium to good 
quality carcasses of young 
sows and aged steers and 
heifers, The C-2 category

stags and bulls, These car- 
casses also have a black 
ribbon brand, 

According to Alberta’s 
livestock commissioner, W, 
C. Gordon, quality grading 
under the new system is 
more accurate than under 
the old system because, by 
knife-ribbing the carcass, 
the grader is able to app- 
raise a cross-section of the 
lean meat. Quantity mea- 
surements are also more 
accurate, Research has 
shown a close correlation 
between the thickness of fat 
at the 11th rib and the per- 
centage of lean meat in the 
entire carcass, Graders 
measure the fat thickness 
to one-tenth of an inch and 
classify the carcass intothe 
appropriate fat level within 
the quality grade, 

Producers will benefit 
from.the new system to the 
extent that they are able to 
produce the type of carcass 
which commands apremium 
price on the market. Infact, 
everyone from the producer 
to the retailer will have a 
much more precise system 
for identifying and serving 
consumer demand, Consum- 
ers will benefit because they 
will be able to identify the 
quality and fat level they 
orefer,

What was one time a rare 
luxury is now a common 
household appliance, Yes, 
the deep freeze appears in 
nearly every home, whether 
it’s the small apartment or 
the largest family size, 
chest or upright model. 

A true convenience for 
the homemaker, the freezer 
is used primarily for stor- 
age, Does it save a person 
money? Well, that depends 
upon how it’s used. If foods 
are rotated to prevent aging 
and the freezer is kept over 
half full all the time, it 
may, 

The freezer doesn’t save 
you money if it’s left almost 
empty most of the time or 
if products are improperly 
packaged so they deterior-

THE HOMEMAKER 
By Pat Prymak, 
District Home Economist, 
Do you feel a twinge of 
guilt when you slap together 
peanut butter sandwiches 
and milk for your kid’s 
lunch? Do you feel as though 
you should be taking more 
time to fix them something 
more nourishing? Even 
though they love peanut but- 
ter? Well don’t!! Peanut but- 
ter, Consumer Reports, is 
relieved to say, is good for 
you, In fact, if every child 
got two peanut butter sand- 
wiches and a glass of milk 
for lunch, many of them 
would be better nourished 
than now, and at a low cost, 
A 10-year-old’s recom- 
mended daily allowance of 
protein is 40 grams. That 
amount would be provided by 
five ounces of peanut butter, 
costing about 20¢, By con- 
trast, it would take seven 
ounces of hamburger (about 
30¢) or 11,5 ounces of hot 
dog (about 59¢) to provide 
the same amount of pro- 
tein, Of course all brands 
that Consumer’s Reports 
tested in the laboratory were 
American kinds, By Feder- 
al Regulations, Commercial 
peanut butter is nothing 
more than shelled, roasted 
peanuts, ground and blended 
with salt, sweeteners and 
emulsifiers, 90 per cent of 
peanut butter must be pea- 
nuts, The amounts of other 
ingredients can vary, as long 
as they don’t add up to more 
than 10 per cent, 


ate and become unusable, 
Be sure foods are wrappod 
in moisture - vapor proof 
containers and that all poss- 
ible air has been excluded, 
If air gets at the food, free- 
zer burn quickly develops. 
Freezer burn causes an un- 
attractive color and a loss 
of flavor. 

If you’re a person who 
likes to get all the mess 
over at once and do a quan- 
tity of baking in one day, 
you'll be a true freezer 
enthusiast, Most baked 
goods can be frozen succ- 
essfully if well packaged 
and used within a reason- 
able length of time. Most 
butter, sponge and angel 
cakes will keep up to six 
months if well wrapped. Note 
use pure vanilla as the syne 
thetic flavoring may become 
strong and bitter, Cakes can 
be frosted before freezing if 
you like, although many 
people prefer to frost them 
just before using. Those 
made with confectioner’s 
sugar and fat freeze well; 
candy types such as the 
fudge varieties should be 
made with syrup or honey 
‘0 prevent cracking; seven- 
ninute types break down 
during storage so should 
not be frozen, 

If you don’t want to bake 
the product, just mix up 
the dough and freeze it. 
Drop cookie or refrigera- 
tor cookie dough freezes 
very well, As for pie dough 
-- freeze it in quantities 
ready for rolling out; or 
put the crust in the pie plate 
before freezing; or make 
the entire pie, including fruit 
filling, and freeze before or 
after baking, It’s often wise 
to use more thickening for 
juicy fruits, and don’t cut 
the vents until you’re ready 
to bake it, 

Make up sandwiches, a 
huge batch of home baked 
beans, your own TV dinners 
from leftovers, or soups 
and freeze them, Want whip- 
ped cream later -- whip it 
until stiff, using confection- 
er’s sugar. Drop ‘‘dollops’’ 
by the teaspoon on wax pap- 
er and freeze, Use within a 
month and without thawing 
first for garnishes, For the
